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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a system realizing smooth 
sales promotion for a good- quality article service by the 
information transmission by a user by adding a fixed rate of usage 
points of an introduced person to the service points for user's own 
purchase. 

SOLUTION: This service point system is provided with a function of 
grasping the introduced person and his/her usage result in addition 
to a result of the user alone. . 
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(57) [Abstract] (amended) 

[Object] To provide a system whereby a selling of quality goods and services 
is expanded efficiently through a communication among users by adding, to 
service points generated through a purchase and an usage by a given person, 
10 service points that represent a certain percentage of an usage by another 
person who is introduced by the particular person. 

[Means] A service point system with a function to keep track of, in addition to 
a usage record of an user, an usage record of his/her introduced person as 
well as an usage record of a person who is introduced by the introduced 
15 person.

[Embodiment of the Invention] Exemplary embodiments of the invention are 
described below. 

20 a) Who is a purchasing user introduced by whom, that is, an organization 

consisting of the introducing persons and the introduced persons is displayed 
on a computer system. The table below shows that B is introduced by A, B 
introduces C and D, and C introduces E.

b) A ratio by which a certain percentage of a purchase amount is distributed 
15 and reflected to an introducing person and corresponding introductions at 
higher levels is determined. Assumptions are made below. 

- Service points for the user A are specified so that an amount representing 
4 % of the usage by the user A him/herself is available for reuse. 

- User A receives, as his/her service points, an amount representing 3 % of the 
20 usage by B who is introduced by A. 

- User A also receives, as his/her service points, an amount representing 2% of 
the usage by C and D who are introduced by B. Meanwhile B receives an 
amount representing 3 % of the usage by C and D. 

- Service points generated from E are distributed so that A receives 1 % of 
25 them, B receives 2%, and C receives 3%. 
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* A scope of the derivation, that is, a consideration on to which level of user is 
included, ratio of service points, and distribution percentage are optional to be 
selected and specified appropriately depending on a type of business, 
operational condition, and administrative issues, however, this invention 
5 comprehensively includes all of them. 

c) Description that relates to the lower line in the figure shown under the above 
item a) is made below adopting a range of assumptions set forth in the item b) 
above. 

- Suppose that every user from A# down to J# has an usage and purchase 
1 0 record of 1 ,000 yen in a month. 

- As to A#, service points of 40 yen representing 4 % of his/her usage, 30 yen 
representing 3% of B#*s usage, 20 yen representing 2% of C#'s usage, and 10 
yen representing 1% of D#'s usage are generated adding up to 100 yen. 

- D# distributes, as the service points for his/her usage and purchase amount 
15 of 1,000 yen, 40 yen to him/herself, 30 yen to C#, 20 yen to B#, and 10 yen to 

A#. 

- D# receives, as his/her service points, 40 yen for his/her usage, as well as 60 
yen calculated by multiplying 30 yen by two for each usage by the introduced 
persons E# and F#, 60 yen calculated by multiplying 20 yen by three for each 

20 usage by the persons G#, H#, and l# who are introduced by E#, and 10 yen for 
the usage by J#, adding up to 170 yen. 
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
